DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 


REBUKE FOR “MAN FROM 
PARK AVENUE.” 
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CUSTOM THAT WENT OUT WITH 
“SS CAHS. 
(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 

“The Man from Park Avenue’ was 
rebuked by the Justice for entertaining a taxi- 
cab driver to a glass of whiskey. The rebuke 
was a sequel to a remand from Monday last 
of a case in which James Sarsfield, aged 
twenty-two, of 31 Pleasants street, was 
charged with being drunk while in charge of 
a taxicab. Police evidence was to the effect 
that Sarsfield had been discovered, helplessly 
intoxicated, beside his taxi, which was cor- 
rectly parked by the kerb in Gilford road, 
Sandymount, with its lights full on. 

The defence was that Sarsfield had been 
engaged to drive from the Bailey a gentleman 
known to taxi drivers as ‘The Man from 
Park Avenue,” who always refused to pay 
until the driver went into his house and joined 
him in drinking whiskey. This had happened 
in the case of the accused man, and he, being 
a teetotaller, was so overcome by the unusual 
drink, that, recognising his inability to drive, 
he parked his car as described and was ill 
when found by the Guards... The Justice had 
adjourned the case until to-day so that ‘* The 
Man from Park Avenue’’ would have an 
opportunity of giving his version of the affair. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, announced 
yesterday that he was appearing for '' The 
Man from Park Avenue,” and he handed his 
name into court with the request that owing 
to the exigencies of his employment he would 
be permitted to preserve the incognito of his 
cuent. 

‘The Man from Park Avenue,” who then 
gave evidence, said that there was no truth in 
the statement that he refused to pay the taxi 
driver until he drank the whiskey with him. 
The driver accepted his invitation and drank 
a glass of whiskey with him. 

The Justice said that Sarsfield had 

cumbed to a temptation pressed on him 
vith some urgency. Tt was reprehensible for 

nyone to give drink indiseriminately. The 

vs of horse-drawn vehicles had gone by, 
nd what might have been a custom then 
was reprehensible in its application to taxi 
drivers. The circumstances of the present 
case, however, were wholly exceptional, and 
he did not think a conviction should 
recorded against the defendant, who would

A GARDENING ANALOGY. 


Tariffs for the protection of 
industries have been likened to the rods 
which the gardener uses for the support of 
frail plants which are unable to grow upright 
without this assistance, but the analogy is 
limited in its application. The gardener 
finds it advisable to remove the rod when 
the plant can stand by itself, but the 
ecofomist who thinks he can remove the 
tariff often finds it more deeply rooted than 
the industry which it was intended to 
support. The vast system of red tape which 
has been the inevitable accompaniment of 
tariffs in every country which has adopted 
them forms a veritable wall of paper which 
isolates that country from the rest. of the 
world almost as effectively as the tariff 
itself. 

It is freely admitted that the imposition 
of protective duties is intended to regulate 


the flow of trade rather than impede it, 


and wherever such duties have been adopted 
the excuse is usually given that they have 
become necessary on account of competition 
from other protected countries. But one need 
not be a hide-bound believer in Free Trade 
to realise that the tariff walls are growing 
higher and higher, in conjunction with the 
documentary walls which are their comple- 
ment. Both of them tend to constrain into 
narrow and still narrower channels the ex- 
change of commodities, and consequently to 
intensify the disease from which the: world 


as a whole is suffering at present. 


Pushed to extremes, the logical end of the 
process would appear to be the economic 
Collapse of civilisation as we know it. Every- 
thing that the world produces of value to 
antdad will eventually remain piled in 
heaps behind the barriers of economic 
nationalism, while the faite of each individual 
mation is likely to be that of the foolish 
youth who, in trying to emulate a conjuring 
feat. tied himself up in knots so intricate 
that he perished before he could undo them. 
Unless wiser counsels prevail, it is not un- 
likely that the future of humanity, entangled 
in a snare of its own fashioning, may justify 
the words of the poet :— 

‘** Such a web, simple and subtle. 
Weave we on earth here, in impotent 
strife, 

Backwards and forwards each throwing his 

shuttle. 
Death ending all with a knife.’’

IRISH SAINTS. 


-- 


The Irish Way, 432-1932, — Edited by F. J. 
Sheed. London: Sheed and Ward. 6/- net. 


N this collection of studies of Irishmen 
and Irishwomen, distinguished for 
their piety or their services to religién, 
the editor aims at presenting Irish Roman 
Catholicism not in the abstract, but in 
the concrete. The studies are unequal in 
merit, and some of them are no more than 
bare sketches; but in the aggregate they 
give a clear,.if not complete, view of 
personal elements which have con- 
tributed in ascertainable 
the structure of the Church in this 
country. The. editor does not claim that 
his team treats here of the best Jrishmen 
and Irishwomen. Saint Brigid, Saint 
Finian.and dozens of others who would 
come under that title have no place in 
this book ; but Mr. Sheed turns the point 
of criticism when he describes his volume 
as “‘simply a list of good Catholics, who 
were Irish—from whom, therefore, some- 
thing might be learned of Irish 
Catholicity.’’ 

Appropriately, the series begins with 
Saint Patrick; less appropriately, we 
think, it concludes with Matt Talbot—a 
pen picture vividly drawn in a somewhat 
Chestertonian manner by Mr. Sheed 
himeelf. 

To the query whether Saint, Patricx 
can be counted as Irish, the editor gives 
an emphatic reply in the affirmative. 
“ The question where he was born,” he 
says, “‘has no bearing on the question 
where he belongs. St. Patrick’s hold on 
the Irish heart is something without 
parallel in the world. It is not simply a 
matter of gratitude for a great favour 
teceived fifteen centuries ago. It is a 
matter of sheer personal affection—a thing 
of rich emotion, with warmth and excite- 
ment in it.... The reason for this 
special Irish feeling about the national 
saint is something special in the original 
relationship. St. Patrick belongs to the 
Irish in the sense that the Irish belong to 
him. The word Irishman meant some- 
thing different after his coming. The 
Irish were born anew. Under God's 
providence they were born anew, and 
after fifteen centuries every generation of 
them still bears his imprint.’’ This 
thesis is the keynote of the book. It may 
be challenged, but a case can be made for 
it. Mr. Sheed is on less certdin ground 
when he asserts that the Dublin labourer, 
Matt Talbot, “is essence of Irishman; 
every Irishman smells a little of Matt 
Talbot unless he is lost altogether.’ 

Mr. Sheed’s contributors include 
Fathers Vincent McNabb, 0.P.; Myles 
Ronan, Aubrey Gwynn, 8.J.; Victor 
Sheppard, O.F.M.; Fergal McGrath, 
S.J.; Messrs. Alfred O’Rahilly, C. P. 
Curran, and Donal O’Cahill; and Miss 
Alice Curtayne and Miss Eve Healy. The 
choice of subjects was left to the anthors, 
and thev have chosen Patrick, Brendan, 
Columcille, Columbanus, Malachy, Laur- 
ence O'Toole, Dermot O'Hurley, Thomas 
Fihelly, Michael O’Clery, Oliver Plunkett, 
Thaddeus Moriarty, Nano Nagle, 
Catherine McAuley, Mary Aiken, John 
Hand, Theobald Mathew, Margaret Mary 
Hallahan, William Doyle, 8.J., and Matt 
Talbot. It will be seen that there are 
gaps in the centuries. Of the longer 
papers the best is Father Sheppard's 
O’Clery, and of the shorter Mrs. Cnrran's 
O'Toole and Mr. Sheed’s Talbot. A 
significant point is touched upon in Mr. 
Sheed’s comment on the fact that “‘ no 
Irish layman has been canonised: till our 
own day no Irish layman had even been 
thought of for canonisation.”’ 

Occasional errors need correction. The 
anti-conscription movement was an affair 
of 1918, not of 1916-'17, and it is scarcely 
possible to believe that a Dublin wage- 
earner, and meniber of a trade union, as 
Talbot was, was unaware of the motive 
behind the anti-conscription genera!

. Dr.-Hayes has takén great pains to pro- 
duce an historical. study as trustworthy 
and as complete as is now humanly 
we. Quite “obviously, his. has 
een a labour of interest and affec- 
tion spread over many years. We 
cannot...say,. however,.--that...it is 
affection untempered by erttical diserimi- 
nation, although nearly every page is 
warmed with more than scholarly enthu- 
siasm. Dr. Hayes has gone directly 
to the original sources—the Archaves 
Nationales and Archives des Affaires 
Etrangéres and _ local collections ‘in 
France; the Public Record Office. in 
London, and the Irish State Paper Office 
in Dublin—and after minute and careful 
examination of the mass of documents he 
has extracted material which illuminates 
as by X-rays the whole body of his sub- 
ject. His reward is full worthy of his 
toil ; for in this book he is enabled to pre- 
sent a*most intricate piece of research 
work which is at once a highly valuable 
addition to French and Irish history and 
a most interesting, dramatic and readable 
volume. 

In his first chapter Dr. Hayes describes 
in detail the effects of the revolutionary 
events in France upón Ireland and Irish 
affairs and opinion at home. From the 
beginning, as he shows from the French 
and British archives, secret agents, mili- 
tary and propagandist, were constantly 
moving to an | fro between France and 
Ireland. After this excellent summary 
Dr. Hayes gets down to his real task. 
With modesty, which his achievement 
makes excessive, he calls this “ a series of 
scenes rather than a connected narrative, 
a kaleidoscopic rather than a motion 
picture,” Yet they are scenes of the most 
absorbing interest, and they are FS 
in a manner which intensifies their own 
intrinsic fascination. 

* s * - - 

In these chapters there is scarcely an 
aspect of the revolution that does not 
come vividly under review. We see Irish- 
men participating in and witnessing the 
fall of the Bastille, and we hear their 
comments upon it. We see Trish. 
men in prison before. the revolution, 
and Irishmen réleased and imprisoned by 
the revolution. We see countrymen of 
ours again at the famous international 
revolutionary gathering at White's Hotel, 
and still others before the tribunals of the 
Terror. We have them again fighting 
bravely, if not always disinterestedly, in 
both revolutionary and royalist armies, 
and yet again in the National Assembly, 
and figuring as executors of the Terror on 
both revolutionary and royalist sides. 

They were a moticy crew, indeed, these 
Irishmen and Irishwomen in the revolu- 
tion—good, bad and indifferent.

Dr. Hayes has them 
all here, major and minor lights, and they 
are fittingly ticketed and docketed. i

Some of the author’s incidental refer 
ences are worth noting. He puts forward 
a new and plausible theory of the descent 
of Robespierre from the family of Roth 
Fitz Piers, of Kilkenny. He gives novel 
examples of the changing of Irish names 
into French—how O’Dwyers became Haut- 
doires; O’Shees, Chais; O’Neills. Noéls: 
O’Briens, through O’Brion, Aubrion; and 


how the well-known poet, Louis le Car- | 


donnel, claimed descent from a Cahir 
O'Doherty. Moreover, he has little diffi. 
culty in proving that it was Irish Jacobite 
officers, exiled after the siege of Limerick, 
who introduced Freemasonry into the 
French Army. 

Dr. Hayes omits to point out that in 
recent years France has vindicated Lally 
Tollendal, executed for alleged high 
treason in 1766, as revolutionary France 
vindicated some of the Irish officers who 
fell before the Terror or before the mob’s 


fury. Unfortunately, too, he is unable to | 
solve the problem of what Marat was. 
doing in Ireland, and he is not sufficiently | 


sceptical about the story of Marat’s con- 
nection with the Ashmolean Museum rob- 
bery. On the other hand, he quite pro- 
perly doubts the post mortem legend—a 
journalist’s invention—to the effect that 
the Abbé Edgeworth, when the King was 
being executed, exclaimed: ‘‘ Fils de Saint 
Louis, monte au ciel!’’ 

The plan of the book has led to repeti- 
tion of various items, and for the price 
the paper and binding are not all that 
they might be. Compensation, however, is 
made in some half-dozen contemporary 
portraits. None of the defects can detract 
from the great merit of Dr. Hayes’s work. 

Mr. Belloc’s preface is characteristic, 
and has one surprising quality in that it 
lacks any reference to the book itself.

This book is a very clever and convincing 
stuidy of a young man, son of wealthy parents 
and heir to a baronetcy, who, dissatisfied with 
the injustice of the present order of things, 
leaves home and goes up to London to devote 
his life to the cause of Communism.

Most of the events take place round the 
time of the General Strike in England, and 
our interest in the development of the story 
never flags. 
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In “Croas Winds '" Mrs. Elinor Mordaunt 
takes as hero a young man whose childhood 
has been warped By a vain and ununder- 
standing mother and an extremely unhappy 
father.

Voltaire. By André Maurois. London: Davies,

OST of us are inclined to think of 
Francois-Marie Arouet (re-baptised 
by himself Voltaire) as_a frail old man 
who lived in Switzerland towards the end 
of the eighteenth century, and whose 
vehement pamphlets on politics and 
religion were the inspiration of the French 
Revolution. M. Maurois, however, stresses 
the significance of the philosopher’s earlier 
life and character, and shows how per- 
fectly they fitted into the background of 
his period. ‘‘In the century of a critical 
hourqeoiste Voltaire was a critical 
bourgeois; in a century of religious 
bickerings he was at once very well- 
informed about theological disputes, 
curious about their objects, and anti+ 
religious; in a century of classicism he 
was a classic, inheritor of the discrplines 
of the preceding reign; in a century of 
budding science he was, not a savant, but 
a cultured amateur, with a wonderful gift 
for popularising knowledge. In effect, 
there were few forms of activity available 
to one of continual bad health in which 
Voltaire did not engage at some time, and 
while in exile in Ferney he established 
industries of lace and silk to the benefit of 
the townspeople. 

Voltaire’s writings are recognised to 
have had a profound influence on the 
course of European history, and we are 
indebted to M. Maurois for a biography 
which, although in the charming style of 
his novels, will take its place as a serious 
study of the philosopher. 
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Barred. By Edward de Néve. London: Desmond

HE subject of this book was sentenced 
in France “to eight months’ im- 
prisonment for misappropriation of funds. 
After a period of misery and filth at the 
Santé he was moved to Fresnes, where his 
lot was rendered more tolerable by his 
appointment as prison librarian. Even 
his release did not bring his sufferings to 
a close; for he was counted as an alien, in 
spite of his war service in the French 
Army. After several attempts to gain an 
honest living in the countries to which he 
was deported, he. finds hope of better 
things at last in the forged papers of 
identify given to him by the mysterious 
Marcel, the friend of his prison days, and 
the end of the book sees him with a fair 
prospect of a new life. 

Van Leeuwen, the prisoner, tells his 
story simply. He does not bewail his 
wrongs or protest too much, and the book 
is not an indictment of injustice, except - 
in so far as it dwells-on the unnecessary 
filth of French prisons. The interest of 
this human document is in its involuntary 
revelation of a significant type in modern 
life, and the reader’s sympathy with the 
sufferings of a man who was scarcely the 
kind to endure bad fortune with a 
constant mind will not be lessened by the 
reflection that the Van Leeuwens of the 
age are rapidly becoming a problem to the 
world’s Governments.

Carlow showed itself to be a town of 
rogress last year when it commissioned 
Mr. Manning Robertson to build the new 
type of workmen’s hous with sun 
balconies—familiar buildings in Germany, 
but hitherto unknown in Ireland. This 
venture was really a transmission of the 
Carlow tradition for progress; for it was 
the first town in Ireland, and one of the 
first in Great Britain, to instal electric 
light. It was also the first town in Ireland 
to introduce a polo club. Major 
Alexander, who still iives in Milford, 
brought electricity to Carlow over thirty- 
five years ago. He ran an overhead cable 
from Milford to the Power Station in 
Carlow. The installation was costly, but

Mr. John O'Neill presided at the annual 
general meeting of the Irish White Cross, 
Children’s Relief Association (Incorporated), 
which took place in Dublin vesterday.

of the ‘Association, and the Council was 
reluctantly compelled to reject the remainder.

DUBLIN'S EGG SUPPLY. 

TO sie EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—It is apparent that man le 
believe tad shave’ will be an ex daetadn 
of eggs during the Eucharistie Congress, and 
that prices will rise considerably. The fol. 
lowing may help to show that there will be 
plenty of eggs available, and that no altera- 
tion mm values is likely to occur. There are 
widely varying’ estimates regarding the 
nuinber of visitors expected in Dublin durin, 
Congress week. Let us assume that the 
population of Dublin: is increased to the 
extent of a quarter of a million—between 
visitors frem the country parts of Ireland. 
cross-Channel and foreign countries. If the 
average consumption of eggs is one egy 
yer day per person, it would result in 

ublin’s only consuming an additional 700 
quarter cases every day. This quantity may 
strike people as being very large, but when 
one bears in mind that a surplus of 6,000 
quarter cases of eggs leaves the Free State 
every day during the month of June, it will 
be sen that Dublin’s additional requ*e 
ments only represent about one-ninth of the 
surplus eggs exported daily. 

Egg shippers will appreciate that, if Liver. 
pool bids ód. a head more than Glasgow, 
Liverpool gets the bulk of the eggs, and 
vice-versa. Likewise, if the traders here in 
Dublin bid just 3d. or 6d. a head more 
than cross-Channel cities during . Congress 
week, Dublin is liable to be badly glutted 
with eight or nine times more eggs thap will 
be wanted—even allowing for such a huge 
number :s a quarter of a million visitors. It 
is hoped that everybody concerned wi:! con- 
tinue to market eggs in the usual way. A 
rise in value is most improbable.* It is 
extremely desirable that all eggs should 


arrive in an absolutely new-laid condition, | 


thereby showing cross-Channe] visitors the 
high quality of Irish Free State eggs, so that 
many who do not eat them, when at home, 
will ask tor them in future.—Yours, etc.,

The seriousness of Waterford's slum 
problem was revealed in the monthly report 
of Dr. Kennedy to the Public Health Com- 
mittee to-day. 

A number of dwellings within the city area 
were, he ‘said, of such low standard that 
they should not be tolerated for residential] 
teed “om These are classified under two 
eadings: (a) those which, by reason of con- 
struction, position or environment, should 
be de-tenanted at the earliest opportunity as 
not being capable of reconstruction; and (b) 
those which, through dilapidation or want of 
suitable sanitary services, should be recon- 
structed according to sanitary requirements, 
or closed under legal orders. 

Class A comprised all rows of houses in 
eight localities. They were built back to 
back with other houses, or against high 
walls, and had no lighting or ventilation, 
except from the front. Class B included 
houses in seven localities, as well as city 
tenement houses. 

Few, uH any, owners 
seriously entertain an order to put these 
houses in such condition as the sanitary 
authority would specify, and present. condi- 
tions would presumably +jave/te continue 
until housing schemes provided alternative 
accommodation,

It was alleged that Gilmore had practised 
in the district as a “‘ quack ddctor,”’ and in 
January had treated the deceased man for a 
tumor over the right, eye, _Heury was ordered 
to the Central Hospital, Galway, by Dr. 
Cooke, Dunmore, who was called in by a 
brother of the deceased man, and Henry died 
about three weeks ago after admission. 

The case for the prosecution was that 
death was the result of the treatment of the 
tumor by the aecused man. 

After the evidence for) the prosecution had 
been given, the judge said that there was no 
evidence to go to the jury, to prove that the 
accused man was guilty of causing the death 
of Henry. It was most. unfortunate if this 
young man had lost his life as the result of 
being treated by a “ quack,” but the prosecu- 
tion would have to present their case pro- 
pérly. The doctor who performed the 
post-mortem examination and who had 


attended the deceased may when he was ad- | 


mitted to hospital was not called, and the 
contents of the bottles were never even 
analysed. For all. they knew the lotion 
rubbed on the -head of the deceased man 
might have been rank poison, while on the 
other hand it might have been quite harmless. 
He thought that. it was his duty to with- 
draw. the case from the jury, and he asked 
them to find the accused man not guilty,

A shortening of the time taken by express 
trains between Dublin and Belfast has been 
decided upon by the Great Northern Railway 
Company. . The quicker services will com- 
mence on June 5th next, and in some cases 
the time taken will behalf am hour shorter 
than at present. 

Five new locomotives have been por- 
chased, each of which weighs. including the 
tender, 103 tons, and each engine has a work- 
ing boiler pressure of 250 Ib, to the square 
inch. - “They have been selected by the com- 
pany for their economy in fuel consumption, 
and the advantages gained from a high de- 
gree of balance in working parts. The 
names ‘‘Eagle,’’ .‘* Falcon,” ‘‘ Merlin,”’ 
“ Peregrine” and “ Kestrel’’ have been 
given to the engines, which are finished in 
black and red, with the company’s coat of 
arms on the tender. 

With the Boyne viaduct at Drogheda re- 
constructed, and the viaduct at Malahide 
strengthened, high speeds will be possible. 
The popular express, which now leaves at 3 
o'clock, will be changed to leave at 3:15, 
and scheduled to run to Dundalk—S4 miles— 
in 54 minutes. These accelerations will 
affect the timings of all connected trains, and 
consequently there will be many alterations in 
the time-table.

SUBSTANCE “LIKE

FTER a héaring lasting three days, the 
General Medical Council, sitting in 
London last night, ordered the name 
of Vincent Bolmhardt Nesfield, registered as 
of Sandimirst, Kent, M.R.C.S., England, 
1901; L.R.C.P., London 1901, and practising 
in Hurley‘ street, to be erased from the 
Medical Register on the ground of profes- 
sional misconduct. 4 
A prominent witness was referred to only 
as “ Mr. B.,” and described as “ one of the 
cleyerest men in England, a ve:y important 


professor of anatomy.’’ 

Dr. Nesfield, who se»med stunned by the 
decision announced by Sir Norman Walker, 
the President, was represented by Lord 
Erlegh, K.C.

THE CASE OPENED. 


Mr Valentine Holmes, in opening the case, 
said that Dr. W. G. Macdonald, who had 
taken upon himself the burden of complainant 
in the ease, had been for some years: asso- 
ciated with a Russian doctor—Dr. N. E 
Ischionsky. 

The sixth count of the charge was, in Mr.

“MR. B'S” EVIDENCE, 


Dr. Macdonald, a Bachelor of Medicine and 
Surgery of Aberdeen University, having 
given evidence. 

“Mr, B.” was next called. He smiled as 
he entered ‘the witness box. He said that he 
had a doctor’s degree. He had known Mr. 
Nesfield for seven and-a-half years, and he 
himself was very interested in scientific re- 
search, He and Mr. Nesfield had worked 
together during. the whole seven-and-a- 
half years. Dr. Nesfield practised at Sand- 
hurst, and he did a large amount of work 
with no remuneration. He also maintained a 
small cottage hospital at his own expense. 
When he heard of hormacton he thought it 
would be interesting to.get some for experi- 
ment, as it was something on the lines of 
what they had been experimenting. Some 
was obtained, and he paid £120 for it. So 
he told Dr. Macdonald, when he showed him 
the article in the Medical World, that it was 
impossible that it referred to him. He had 
knowledge, as the result of many conversa- 
tions with Dr. Nesfield, of the individual to 
whom it referred. ‘‘ Mr. B.” said that he 
was the author of a standard text book .on 
anatomy. 

Answering Mr. Holmes, he said he made it 
clear to Dr. Nesfield that he wanted the 
ampoules for himself, and the doctor knew 
that he wanted them for experimental pur- 
poses—for an experiment on himself. He 
worked with Dr. Nesfield on the discovery of 
the substance known as vit alexin. The whole 
of the work of the last seven and a half years 
had led up to it, and, so far as 
he was cdncerned, for a good many 
vears before the war, Dr. Nesfield, to 
his» knowledge had been using vit alexin in 
its early form before it was named vit alexin. 


NESFIELD’S DENIAL, 


in the witness box, denied 
all the charges. He said that, besides his 
country practice, he had a Harley street 
practice. He first became interested in the 
ductless gland in 1905, and had since done a 
great ‘deal of work on the subject. He had 
done research work with “ Mr. B.” on the 
ductless gland. Miss Saunders, who lived at 
his house as companion to his wife, was in- 
structed about preparing vit alexin at the end 
of 1931. It was still made at Battle (Sussex) 
laboratories. He had received no profit from 
the manufacture of the substance, and up to 
the present was some £250 out of pocket, and, 
so far as he could see, was likely to remain so. 
The case he set out in his article was abso- 
lutely genuine. He did not write the circular. 
Mr, Sharp drew it up, and he was “furiously 
angry with him. He broke faith with me, 
Lecause he promised to put nothing in print 
unless I saw it.” 

He had given no interviews to the Press on 
the subject of vit alexin. 

Answering Lord Erleigh, he said’ he had 
been a party to no commercial publicity 
whatsoever in connection with vit-alexin, 
nor had he endeavoured to attract patients 
by advertising the substance, nor had he 
put forward as a cure of a person by his 
product a cure effected by somebody else. 


THE DOCTOR'S RECORD. 


The doctor, who was a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons when he was 
only 23 years of age, had spent several years 
on research to discover the substance now 
known as “ Vit Alexin,”’ which had been 
described during ome part of the case as a 
substance “' the closest yet discovered to the 
elixir of life,” which the alchemists had 
always striven to find. 

Apart from this, Dr. Nesfield was stated 
yesterday by Brigadier-General Theo Porter to 
have rendered invaluable assistance in fight- 
ing a )lague in India, which in the end he 
himself caught. He also invented sterilisa- 
tion oi water by chlorine. 

The President said that the Council found 
the facts against him proved to their satis- 
faction. ‘They had adjudged him to be 
uilty of professional misconduct, and had 
directed the Registrar to erase his name 
from the Register.

It seems that a few days before the hour 
fixed for the attack a battalion of the Irish 
troops raided a German trench and 
brought back a number of prisoners, from 
whom it was hoped to obtain information 
regarding the dispositions of the enemy 
in that region. One of these prisoners was 
thought so important that he was sent on 
to corps headquarters to be examined in 
detail by officers specialising in German 
dialects.

would relieve agriculture and adjust the dis- 
equilibrium so patently obvious under which 
the farmer was being paid for his products 
when he brought them to the city pre-war 
price, and the trader gave him in return 
a half or a third pre-war value in goods or 
in service, The Budget did not remedy that 
position one whit. Instead it started move- 
ments and influences which were bound to 
favour a rising of prices directly on the 
taxed goods which were ready for sale, and 
gradhally on manufactured goods as the in- 
creased .cost travelled along the channels of 
distribution to the public. 

Tarifis always tended to that end, but 
when the action taken was not the result 
of carefully thought-out planning, then the 
dangers were intensified. That had happened 
under the present Budget. There could be 
no contention about the fact that paralysis 
fell upon their trade as the result of the 
regulations improvised, and, in spite of the 
heroic efforts of the Customs officials, there 
had been a complete block at the ports and 
a.loss of thousands of pounds in turnover, 
and which would ultimately ‘result in con- 
siderable loss of revenue to the Exchequer. 


SERIOUS FOR BUSINESS. 


The Minister estimated the receipt of 
£910,000 duties from the forty-three taxes 
imposed. That sum had to be paid out at 
the time of entry. On an average turnover 
of the trades concerned, that meant that 
£220,000 must be found as capital for the 
carrying on of business, and some had 
advised him that even £300,000 would not 
be too high. That was surely a serious 
matter, and one facing every business to-day. 
The Budget had done nothing to make the 
position of business men easier; on the con- 
trary, the position was worse. A 6s. 6d. 
income tax and Corporation profits tax made 
inroads on available funds. If they had to 
look for assistance, was it supposed that a 
6s. 6d. tax made the position of the lenders 
more secure? The only offer of some en- 
ouragement in the Budget was the 20 per 


‘cent. concession on income tax. and that was 


iven to public companies under certain con- 
itions. 

These remarks, he continued, lead us to the 
question of unemployment. There is no de- 
Petty member of this Cham- 
ber to minimise the seriousness of the pro- 
blem. Everyone is anxious to assist in dnd. 
ing suitable solutions, and any criticism 
made, and certainly anything I say, is in- 
tended to be helpful. 


NO ROYAL ROAD IN TARIFFS 


It is not practicable to discuss the general 
unemployment problem, but it would be 
wrong to pass away from the subject without 
some reference to the general position taken 
up by the Chamber. Briefly, I think our 
views may be expressed as follows :—Govern- 
ment action in the form of high taxation, 
which would be used for relief purposes or 
subsidy purposes, can only give a temporary 
relief, and often fails even to do that. 

Unemployment can only be cured by creat- 
ing employment in the production of such 
goods and services as are required by the 
community. These goods and services must 
be produced at a price which would stimulate 
demand. 

Tariffs, in themselves, present no royal road 
to recovery. The Government must know 
that. Labour, certainly, understands it fully. 
The state of every country throughout the 
world is an obvious denial of the theory that 
a high protectionist tariff either cures or pre- 
vents..unemployment....Employment in the 
production of goods and services can be 
encouraged by making it profitable to carry 
on business. 
must be accompanied by the will to do busi- 
ness, fortified by the conviction that business 
is worth doing. 

At the present moment, said Mr. Eason, 
I think what we look for from the two 
Ministers concerned—the Minister for Finance

LABOUR'S ATTITUDE. 


’ “The Labour Part has decided to move the 
réjection of the bill when it comes wp for 
Second reading in the House of Commons on 
Monday next. 

réjection motion is in the following

“That this House regrets the failure to 
ratify the Jhiternational Convention limiting 
the hours of work underground, and declines 
to assent to the second reading of a bill 
dealing: with the coal mines industry which 
does not restore the seven-hour working day, 
or provide for the continuation of the éxist- 
ing ‘legal enactment on wages, introduces 
no improvements in the national regulation 
of wages, and ignores the urgent necessity 
for reorganisation under national control, in 
order to reinstate the industry. in the 
economic life of the nation.” 

Mr. George Hall will move the rejection 
motion, to which Mr. Lansbury, Mr. Lunn, 
Mr. Cape, Mr, Charles Edwards and Mr. 
Duncan Graham have also put their names. 


OWNERS DISSATISFIED. 


There is serious dissatisfaction among the 
coal-owners on account. of the position aris- 
mg out of the new bill. In the first place, 
they point out that it was unnecessary for any 
reference to have been made to the Draft Inter- 
national Convention still further limiting the 
hours of work underground. Their view is 
that if, and when, the question of ratifica- 
tion comes before Parliament, the Conven- 
tion should be considered on its merits in 
the light of the circumstances of the time. 
It- has been pointed out repeatedly, the 
owners state, that the basis of the Conven- 
tion 1s such that if it were ratified it. would 
operate to the advantage of their com- 
petitors. 

On the question of the guarantee of wages 
for a period of twelve months, it was stated 
on behalf of ‘the ‘owners that they had 
strongly opposed the principle of attaching 
conditions as to wages to a statutéry deter- 
mination of hours—a subject which they hold 
should be decided on its own merits. The 
guarantees now offered by the districts have, 
it was intimated, been given by the districts 
under great pressure, and with serious mis- 
giving on their part. The coal industry, 
they say, has been working at a loss for 
some years, and the immediate future holds 
no prospect of any betterment of general 
trade conditions, on which any revival of 
the coal trade must depend.

Only one step could 
do that, and that was the establishment 
of a British sterling system. 

“That is one of the questions which is 
almost certain to arise at Ottawa. The 
ideal would be the establishment of a 
Central Bank of Empire, but that is 
probably looking a long way ahead. If 
we can establish a British sterling system 
we will have five hundred million people 
in the world behind it.”

BISHOPS AND THE FARMER. 


One well-known Kssex farmer told the 
Registrar that the thing he could not under- 
stand was. why the Bishops of the Church of 
England did not come forward with a happy 
gesture at this critical time in order to ,heip 
the poor farmer. ‘he Church of England 
and Christianity, he said, were founded to 
assist the poor and down-trodden, and yet 
they took strong legal action to force poor 
farmers to pay a. charge which was. not only 
únfair and unjust, but was a charge which 
they ‘could not. bear. 

When another farmer refused to plead 
because, he said, he had not received a 
summons, Mr. E. F. ‘i’. Davies, solicitor for 
Queen Anne’s Bounty, stated that this 
defendant had refused to accept a registered 
letter containing the summons. 

The Registrar ruled that it was legal 
service of summons, and made the usual order 
for distraint. 

Several defendants offered their land, and 
when one farmer said that he was willing 
that the solicitor for Queen Anne’s Bounty 
should take over the land, the solicitor, amidst 
laughter, refused, and said that he could not 
be expected to succeed where the defendants 
had failed. 

This remark was received with loud cheers, 
and the Registrar threatened to clear the 
Court. , 

After the proceedings in Court a protest 
meeting was held in the Corn Exchange. 


THE CHURCH DENOUNCED. 


The principal speaker was Alderman E, W. 
Tanner, a member of the Essex County 
Council, who urged that tifhes should be 
entirely abolished. The tithes-ownérs had 
not “made the slightest effort to meet the 
tithé-payers, but. were simply out for blood, 
and showed not an atom of leniency under the 
deplorable conditions of farming. The atti- 
tale of the Church of England to-day, he 
said, was that of Shylock demanding the 
last ounce of flesh and the last drop 
of blood, and the Church would ruin itself 
in the process.

“TIME OFF” FOR 
CONGRESS. 


GOVERNMENT'S 
EXAMPLE. 


From A Spectra CORRESPONDENT. 


T Free State Executive Council has, 


through the various Ministers, intimated 

to the heads of the State Departments 
that during’ the period of the Eucharistic 
Congress celebrations, ftom June 20th to 
June 26th, all civil servants applying for 
leave of absence to enable them to attend 
the Congress ceremonies are to be facilitated 
to the fullest possible extent. 

In the case of officials whose normal 
annual leave allowance exceeds fifteen work- 
ing days any leave granted is to be charged, 
however, as ordinary annual leave. Where 
the normal annual leave is fifteen working 
days or less one day’s special leave is to

TOTALISATOR AT 
DOG RACES. 


BETTING ESTIMATED 
AT £600,000. 


Turf Accountants’ Protection Associa- 

tion was tendered at yesterday’s sitting 
of the Committee of inquiry into the issue of 
totalisator licences for greyhound racing 
tracks in the Irish Free State. The Com- 
mittee sat in the Boardroom of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Merrion street, Dublin, 
Mr. ‘Thomas O'Donnell, _ barrister-at-law, 
residing. Other members present were 
Messrs. J. Smith, E. Williams, 8. Grehan, 
and J. Dwyer. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr. W. G. 
Fallon (instructed by Messrs. J. H. Walsh 
and Co.) appeared for the National Grey- 
hound Racing Co., Ltd. (Shelbourne Park) ; 
Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. Brereton 
Barry (instructed by Mr. M. J. Bowers) for 
the Dublin Greyhound and Sports Associa- 
tion, Ltd. (Harold’s Cross); and Mr. Wood, 
K.C., and Mr. James Comyn (mstructed by 
Mr. P. H. O'Reilly) for the Irish ‘Turf 
Accountants’ Protection Association. 

Mr. M. J. Connolly (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) represented the

In reply to Mr. Gavan Duffy, witness said 
that, in his opinion, the “ machine ” was 
capable of fraudulent practices—it was not 
fraud-proof. He did not, however, — 
anything against the administration at Shel- 
bourne Park in connection with the trials 
there. He owned greyhounds, and ran 
them in his own name. He was satisfied 
with what the statute gave them. Twenty- 
five bookmakers at an average attended those 
meetings. 

The Chairman—Do you approve of betting 
on dogs?—The Association do, but, per- 
sonally, J de not, on social grounds. 
Economically, however, I must take part in 
betimg on dogs 

Witness said that the increase of prize- 
money was negligible where the “tote” 
was established. 

Witness said that there was need for a 
central body of the totalisator, and it should 
be composed of representatives of the cours- 
ing clubs, the owners of tracks and the out- 
side public. As far as he could see or 
ascertain, there was no public demand. for 
the ‘‘ tote,” outside the particular parties 
interested. 

The Chairman pointed out that at a Bel- 
fast track the receipts were £380,000. In 
view of the increased attendance at Shel- 
bourne Park he asked would the combined 
receipts of _‘tote’’ and bookmakers be 
£400,000.

The Chairman said that, on the ratio of 
60 to 40, that would give the “tote” a 
percentage of £240,000. Would the witness 
think £ a year a reasonable sum for a 
bookmaker’s licence?

The tote would get an 
additional surplus. 


THREAT TO HORSE-BREEDING., 


Colonel F. F. MacCabe, who appeared in 
the interests of the racing public, said that 
horse breeding was of great importance to 
the country—almost every big race in 
England this year had been won by an 
Irish-bred horse The introduction of the 
tote to dog racing was a mistake. The tote 
lured backers as a candle lured moths, and 
the ten per cent., plus the surplus, singed 
their wings. He was in favour of -book- 
makers who were content with a smaller 
rofit. 

In reply to Mr. Wood, the witness said 
that ,000 had been derived from sales 
of Irish horses at Dublin, Doncaster and 
Newmarket. There were at least forty large 
stud farms in Ireland, and over 200 farms 
on which breeding was a sideline. A million 

unds were invested in brood mares in the 

ree State, £200,000 in sires, and, in addi- 
tion, a considerable sum was spent on fodder 
and other incidentals.
